An Open Letter Garrulity is apt to be a besetment of grow- 
to the Laity of ing years, by pen as well as by tongue. Men 
the Diocese of of age, says an old essay, “object too much, 
California consult too long, adventure too little, re- 

pent too soon and seldom drive business 
home to the full period.” And so there is abundant caution 
to an oldster neither to write nor to.talk too much. With the 
freedom of an open letter and a whole generation of things 
to think of in my association with the endeared laity of the 
Diocese, men, women and children, I realize that such a 
leveled index finger of “Beware” should be well before me. 
At the same time an extended period, rarely happy as I 
believe I have found it, with both official and personal ties 
among you, prompt me to follow up my recent open letter 
to the clergy with this to you. To see that the time I have 
been privileged to go in and out among you has covered a 
full generation I need but to read over the representative 
lists of officers of the Diocese, Vestries, Delegates to Con- 
vention, Woman’s Auxiliary and other organizations as I 
find them in 1890 and note the changes since. With few 
exceptions of cherished comrades still among the veterans 
I can almost say to each of them out of their then associated 
groups something of Whittier’s sentiment: 

“Ah, brother, only I and thou 
Are left of all that circle now.” 


Official Ties Statistics keep count of some of the official 
of Thirty Years ties. For example, in adding up I find that 

among the items reported by canon from 
year to year it has been my privilege to bring the blessing 
of the Church to 213 weddings and to baptize 118 adults and 
368 infants and to confirm 21,627. The officiating at 261 
burial services has also taken me into the sorrows and inti- 
macies of many homes and lives. 

This, of course, is a report covering the present territory 
of the Diocese of Los Angeles up to and including the year 
1895 and also that of the present District of San Joaquin, 
including the year 1910. And to both fields, if I could reach 
those among the living with whom I had such ties, I would 
send assurance of my fond remembrance of what it meant 
to me and of my unbroken interest and prayers. It is no 
small happiness to meet betimes one and another who recall 
such services of bygone years as it is to carry such minis- 
trations to the children and in Some instances even to the 
grandchildren of those to whom I have so ministered. Need 
I say how deep is the gratification when those who have 
taken such vows are in their place as faithful members 
and communicants of the Church? And need I dwell upon 
the yearning and prayer for all who may have become in- 
different or lax, that they may be led again to a new devotion 
to those vows? 


Personal 
Ties 


But mere statistics offer no real angle of 
approach to the joy of my ministry in its 
asset of ties of personal experiences of 
friendship and consideration and comradeship in_ the 
Master’s work. I might as well try to appraise it all on a 
basis of the number of beds I have slept in from a “trundle 
bed” to a luxurious “four-poster,” or the number of meals 
1 have had at hospitable tables or the number of vehicles— 
equine, rail-line or gasoline—that have ever given me trans- 
port. It may be fairly doubted whether anyone has sam- 
pled our proverbial hospitality more widely in California 
homes—city and country, mountain and valley—than in the 
past thirty years has been my opportunity. And it has left 
its corresponding measure and memories of personal attach- 
ments. If I could reach everyone from whom I have had 
such exhibits of kindness and courtesy it would simply 
flood the mails with this letter. I am not without hope, 
however, that the expression of gratitude for it all which I 
here express may reach not a few. At any rate, the retro- 
spect of it now swells largely that familiar source of Thanks- 
giving in the Prayer Book: “All the blessings of this life.” 
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Omissions and Sometimes, to be sure, an almost over- 
Commissions | whelming sense of what my work and in- 

fluence might have been and have not been, 
comes over me and intensely deepens those other phrases of 
the Prayer Book which confess faults of omission and com- 
mission. But I will not dwell upon that here; suffice it to 
say that never have I felt the need of your prayers more 
for the past and for the time of service left me. And if I 
venture to write you out of my heart of some disquieting 
phases of our Church life in the Diocese I do not for one 
moment forget nor cease to plead forgiveness for my own 
share of responsibility for them as I have turned over the 
more active administration to the helpful and able dealing 
with them in the generation to come. In this world we must, 
of course, ever expect tribulation for the Diocese as part of 
a militant Church and no generation is exempt, but there is 
also ever the Master’s assurance: “Be of good cheer, I have 
overcome the world.” 


The Problem 
of Piety 


A voice in a wilderness of barren religion 
in the seventeenth century spoke in a book 
entitled “Yearnings for Piety.” While our 
world conditions are by no means as they were then, still 
the very title does identify a longing which I believe is very 
profound and widespread today. There is a sort of instinc- 
tive feeling abroad that current religion is sadly lacking in 
average piety. Perhaps “decay” would be too strong a word 
to use for it. “Arrested Development” might more accurately 
describe it. Many Christians are at a standstill in exhibit- 
ing Christlikeness. Christians have a sort of creeping 
paralysis coming over Church-going and their Church inter- 
est. Communicants who have started with their Confirma- 
tion do not commune. The atmosphere in which they live 
is somehow narcotic with worldliness. They hold the form 
of godliness but deny the power thereof. There were char- 
acteristic evidences of this when that seventeenth century 
Pia Desideria was written as there are in every century. If 
I were to designate tendencies toward it which have seemed 
to me to give a cause for concern here and now, it would 
be in the serious indifference to worship shown by sparse 
congregations at many points and especially in missing from 
them our young people, married and single, as I have gone 
about. Sunday pleasure-seeking, to say nothing of other ar- 
resting causes, is simply playing the mischief with the nur- 
ture of piety among young and old. We might as well face 
that problem as one of the most vital questions before the 
Church today. 


The Problem That phrase “live wire” from the street has 
of “Live Wire’ been sufficiently adopted to justify the use 
Membership of its graphic, electric figure for an ideal 

throwing one’s heart and soul into one’s 
Church membership. The currents in this respect lack 
voltage in many directions, The Church, over its own 
proper lines, has not anything like the power of its mem- 
bership that the same recognized membership carries with 
the business and social prestige and progress of our com- 
munities. There are exceptions and there are many note- 
worthy and noble instances where those who do not identify 
themselves with the Church, do her many a good turn. But 
if all her members would magnify their real valuation of 
their membership, would strengthen their valiancy for it 
by confirmation and the comunion habit and regular wor- 
ship, would put into it all the punctilio they put into board 
meetings and policies and social engagements, if all would 
only do this as some do, what a different figure Church 
membership would cut for the Church! As it is, too often 
the Church has the membership and the world has the 
member. Mobilizing those who would not willingly deny 
such membership into their real training and force for 
service, seems to call for something like an effective draft 
if the Church is to rise to her just might in current effi- 


ciency. And that power must be dynamic with true piety 
if it is to realize the blessed promise of the Master that 
“the gates of hell shall not prevail against it.” 


Many, many proofs, good people of the laity, have you 
shown in the years we of the clergy and you have worked 
together, of the fulfillment of that promise. Many of you 
realize as well as I the problems that have been and the 
problems that are. The problems that are, the new genera- 
tion in the Diocese is already facing with insight and cour- 
age. There is an ardent spirit abroad to fulfill the Psalmist’s 
prayer: “Let the people praise Thee, yea let all the people 
praise Thee.” Let us all become visionful for that! The 
Master has left that stabilizing assurance of His presence 
and guidance with His Church: Lo, I am with you always.” 
Our chief concern is to keep the Church with Him, truly 
serving Him “in holiness and righteousness all the days 
of our life.”

The tragic news just received of the death of Mr. A. R. Hoare at 
Point Hope will involve the upsetting of interior Alaska plans, if, 
as is probable, the Rev. W. A. Thomas be sent back to the Arctic 
coast, and leaves another gap in the ranks of the clergy. Already 
Fairbanks is vacant. The Rev. F. B. Drane will be coming on fur- 
lough this summer from Nenana, and the Rev. Eustace Zeigler from 
Cordova. Unless the work of the Church in Alaska is to be largely 
abandoned, it is necessary to supply these places this summer. So 
far no nurses have been secured for Fort Yukon, and unless they 
are secured this summer it will not be possible to maintain the 
hospital there. Dr. Grafton Burke is worn out with day and night 
work owing to the lack of a graduate nurse during the past winter. 
Three priests and two nurses are thus urgently and immediately 
required. A matron is also needed. Are there any to whom this 
plight of our northern missions makes personal appeal? Dr. John 
Wood, 281 Fourth Avenue, New York City, will be very glad and 


much relieved to hear from them.—Hudson Stuck, Archdeacon of 
the Yukon. 


The Church generally and many of his friends were greatly 
shocked to learn of the sudden death of the Rev. William Cleveland 
Hicks, missionary secretary of the Province of Washington, on 
April 17, at the Hotel Seville, New York. Mr. Hicks had gone to 
New York to attend several meetings which took place immediately 
after the meeting of the Department of Missions and was taken 
ill at the Church Missions House on Friday, April 16. Mr. Hicks 
was a man of gentle and kindly instincts who made friends

The many friends in the Diocese of California of the Rev. M. 
Mullineux, some time chaplain of the Seamen’s Institute, will be 
interested in an extract from a letter just received from him dated 
Calais, April 20. 

“My work is two-fold: First, great numbers of poor pilgrims are 
coming to France to visit the graves of their relatives. The graves 
are very difficult to find in many cases, There are some fifteen 
hundred cemeteries scattered over the map of France and Belgium. 
We meet the pilgrims, find accommodations and guide them to their 
destination. We also hold celebrations for them, The work is 
most necessary, as many grateful letters already show. Second, 
scattered over the devastated areas are numerous small bodies of 
men guarding dumps, digging graves, etc. Sometimes they are in 
three and fours only. Yesterday I came across one lone man. I 
visit them and take literature and small comforts. When numbers 
are available I hold short services. Many of these men never see 
an Englishman for weeks and are most grateful for my visits.”

“ishep Nichols was Celebrant, the Rev. H. S. Hanson, Epistoler, 
and Dean Thackeray, Gospeler. The Bishop’s address was a feeling 
utterance of appreciation of the Archdeacon’s efficient labors in 
the Diocese both as furthering the cause of Diocesan missions 
and advancing the financial interests. Faithful to his ordination 
vows he had well fulfilled all the demands of the priesthood and 
for a period of forty years had given his life to the work of the 
ministry in this Diocese and State. Ae 

The clergy and many other friends joined in an affectionate 
leave-taking with the Archdeacon, and then proceeded to St. Barna- 
bas’ Mission, in Excelsior district, where the Convocation as- 
sembled. After partaking of a well-spread luncheon prepared by 
the ladies of St. Barnabas’, the business meeting was called to 
order by Dean Thackeray. After the reading of the minutes of 
the Fall Meeting Mr. Fred T. Foster presented the Treasurer’s 
report. The Dean’s report showed that steps had been taken to 
encourage the establishing of new Missions in parts of the Convo- 
cation where increase of population seemed to demand regular 
services. It is his hope that consistent efforts may be put forth 
to hold services among our people who are not within easy reach 

the city churches. 

of. the convocational officers resulted in the casting 
of a formal ballot indicating the choice of Dean Thackeray to serve 
a second term of two years. The Rev. R. L. Macfarlane and Mr. 
Fred T. Foster were chosen Secretary and Treasurer, respectively. 


Mr. Foster made a report on the proposed organization of a Lay 
Readers’ Association. Mr. F. M. Lee, Diocesan Treasurer, presented 
a comprehensive and encouraging report on the financial situation 
and showed that the Nation-wide Campaign, while failing to bring 
the hoped-for results, had considerably increased the income of 

Diocese. 
The Rev. Dr. Powell gave an able address on the subject of “Re- 
ligious Education,” in which he advocated the adoption, in Church 
Schools not able to take all courses, of a modified system of the 
Christian Nurture Series of Lessons. The speaker’s plan appealed 
to all as thoroughly practical and brought out a full discussion. A 
resolution was carried that Dr. Powell’s suggestion be endorsed. 

Bishop Parsons spoke on “Diocesan Organization” and in an 
address replete with suggestions touched upon the desirability that 
such Diocesan organizations might well be patterned after that of 
the Central Church Council which, in the conduct of the affairs of 
our church in the Nation as well as in the missionary fields, is 
functioning most satisfactorily, and meeting with the approval of 

ll. 

‘ The Missionary Service at 8:00 p. m. was well attended; the old 
familiar hymns were heartily sung, and the stirring addresses by 
Bishop Parsons and the Rev. Charles P. Deems held the attention 
of the congregation and cheered the good people of St. Barnabas’. 

It is the concensus of opinion that this meeting of the Convoca- 
tion was thoroughly worth while and of decidedly practical value 
in its constructive work. 


The San Francisco Church School Association 


The first formal meeting of the Association was held at Trinity 
Church on the evening of May 4, when a Constitution and By-laws 
were adopted. As stated, “the object of the Association shall be 
the strengthening and upbuilding of the Church Schools of the 
city, by, first, arousing interest in the cause; second, increasing 
the forces—teachers, workers and scholars; third, stimulating those 
engaged in the work, and conferring on matters of mutual help- 
fulness.” 

Those eligible to membership are the officers, teachers, parents 
and other workers of the Church Schools of San Francisco, the 
clergy to be members ex-officio.

It was decided that the expenses of the Association should be 
met by an annual contribution from each school represented in the 
Association. Meetings are to be held the first Tuesday in May, 
September, December and February. St. Paul’s Church will be the 
next meeting place, September 7.

To have 
been taken back to the dark day when the tragedy of Calvary was 
enacted and to witness the strong faith of the believers in the 
Master, though dead, and at last to behold the contrition of the 
convinced Nicodemus—all contributed to arouse the deepest emo- 
tions and to inspire the finest feelings of subdued reverence.

Christ Church Mission 


Anvik, Alaska, March 23, 1920. 


To Our Friends: This is to let you know what use we are making 
of our resources. You will see that our annual receipts for ordinary 
expenses are less than $3000, and that there seems to have been a 
falling off in 1919. However, the Treasurer has not reported for 
the month of December. 

You will also see that we receive more from the parents and 
friends of our pupils in Alaska than we receive from abroad, and 
you will see that we are trying to bear our share of the common 
burden. 

In two years we have reduced the debt on the Mission by 8677.89, 
leaving a total of $4,501.52 for current expenses during the same 
period. This means that it has cost the Mission less than $101 
annually for each person fed at the Mission table and that ordinary 
expenses have been met beside. Our pupils have been clothed by 
the faithful help of the California and Montana Auxiliaries, and 
there has been a surplus with which to pay for labor and for meat 
and fish. The children’s work has helped greatly to keep down 
expense. Gardens have been profitable. 


Our Needs 


1. Personal service—Two men to work with men and boys and 
to promote industrial training. Two women to assist in teaching 
and in the home care of the children. 

2. A Schoolhouse—To cost $7000 and to include a dormitory for 
twenty-five pupils. 

3. Six Scholarships—At $100 each. 

4. Temporary Help—Twelve men and two women at own 
charges or at expense of congregations or individuals, summer of 
1920. Concrete foundations. log houses, sawmill, social work, any- 
thing.

Convocation of Oakland

Bishop Parsons introduced the subject of the 
Nation-wide Campaign; Rev. Lloyd Thomas, Social Service in the 
Convocation, particularly the work of the Sunday School director. 
Miss M. Waldron made her report as director. Great regret was 
expressed by the Convocation that she could no longer continue in 
that position. The Rev. Dr. Emhard then spoke of the work of the 
Church and its obligation to foreign-born Americans. Dr. Buttrum, 
representing the Young People’s Fellowship, and Rev. L. B. Thomas, 
the Summer Conference at Mills College, also addressed the Con- 
vocation. A resolution was passed endorsing the work of the 
Social Service Director and its further continuance for the ensuing 
twelve months. 


The parishes and missions were well represented—more than a 
hundred persons being present. 


The Convocation adjourned at 5:30 p. m. 


Alameda County Church School Association’s 
Rally Service 


Twenty Church Schools sent representatives to the annual Rally 
held at St. Mark’s Church, Berkeley, on Sunday afternoon, April 12, 
when over 500 children with their parents and teachers attended. 
An inspiring sight it was to witness the impressive procession of 
singing children as they entered the church and took the places 
assigned them. 

Dean Gee, under whose able management the Rallies are planned, 
presented the Banner to Trinity Church School, Oakland, which 
school has held it for the past year. Trinity maintained an aver- 
age atendance of 88 per cent. To Trinity’s teachers and scholars, 
all honor! True Sunshine Mission—Chinese—deserves honorable 
mention as being a close second in the contest. 

Bishop Nichols was present and added to the interest and en- 
thusiasm of the occasion by an address in every way helpful and 
inspiring. 

It is due to the children of Alameda County’s Church Schools, 
and much to their praise, to record here that the sum of over $700 
—the proceeds of their Lenten mite boxes—was presented as the 
offering at this service. 
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Grace Church, Martinez 


Consecrated July 10, 1870. Fiftieth Anniversary July 11, 1920. 


It is very interesting at all times to trace a large river to its 
source and to watch from its banks how it grows as it rolls along, 
gaining in strength and power as it proceeds o nits journey until 
at last it empties itself in the broad ocean. And it is none the less 
interesting to go back to the source or the small beginning of our 
churches, to see the self-sacrafice and self-denial of those who were 
the first to plant our churches in our midst. For that reason we 
would like to give a brief record of the start and progress of 
Grace Church on its fiftieth anniversary. It was through the efforts 
of two Christian women—Mrs. Martha A. Coffin and Miss Caroline 
Fish—that church wor kwas inaugurated at Martinez. On April 2, 
1862, a society was organized with a membership of eleven per- 
sons, six of whom were women. The object of the society was to 
cultivate Christian fellowship and awaken an interest and instruct 
its members in the services of the Episcopal Church. The first 
recorded services in this vicinity were held at Benicia by Major 
Townsend, U. S. A., September 24, 1854. He was at that time sta- 
tioned at the military post at that point and being a good church- 
man was appointed lay reader by the late Bishop Kip and as such 
appears to have officiated regularly for some time. It is doubtful 
whether he ever held services at Martinez, but the churchpeople 
residing there then and for mary years after would cross the 
Straits of Carquinez to attend services at Benicia on Sunday morn- 
ings. And here we would pay a tribute of praise to the self-sacri- 
fice and devotedness of those early pioneers who to get the minis- 
trations of their church would even cross the Straits of Carquinez. 


According to the record given, the Rev. Orange Clark, who came 
to the State as Chaplain to the United States Marine, is the first 
known to have held services at Martinez. This seems to be some 
time in the winter of 1854-55. : 

Several clergymen afterward visited Martinez from time to time 
but to the Rev. H. G. Perry is given the honor of establishing a 
Sunday School here, and he describes Martinez at that time as a 
part o fthe Parish separated from it—i. e., Benicia—by the Straits 
of Carquinez. 

On October 9, 1867, the Pacific Associate Mission was organized 
with the Rev. J. Lloyd Breck, D. D., as its founder, who also founded 
the Missionary College of St. Augustine. The mission at Martinez 
then came under the oversight of the Rev. J. L. Breck. In speaking 
of this mission at this time it was said: “At this time a consider- 
able earnestness seems to be aroused among the members of the 
church here and during the year 1869 through the exertions of 
some devoted churchwomen, money was raised, and the church 
building was begun and completed.” 

The ground upon which the church stands, as well as the adjoin- 
ing land, was given by the late Judge T. A. Brown and the church 
property was deed in trust to the Bishop of the Diocese and his 
successors for church purposes. Since the nthe land has become 
very valuable, being in the center of the city of Martinez, and 
the communicants of Grace Church of today have to thank the 
late Judge Brown for the very valuable piece of property which 
they now enjoy. 

On Sunday, July 10, 1870, Grace Church, Martinez, was conse- 
crated by the late Bishop Kip. During the visit of the Bishop he 
appointed Judge Brown and C. C. Swain as custodians of the 
property. 

Another clergyman who beeame Rector of Grace Church and to 
whom we are greatly indebted today was Rev. James Abercrombie, 
D. D., who was well beloved by all his parishioners and who labored 
faithfully for many years and through his efforts many of the 
church furnishings were given. A beautiful memorial Chancel 
window has been placed in memory of the Rev. J. Lloyd Breck, 
D. D., the central figure representing “The Good Shepherd,” also a 
small window given by the parishioners and friends. 


A belfry and a bell was purchased at a cost of $800. A beautiful 
brass Lectern has been placed in memory of the late Mrs. Mary 
Fenner Monges by members of the family. A beautiful window 
has been placed in memory of the late Miss Caroline Fish, a very 
devoted and faithful Sunday School worker and one of the founders 
of Grace Church. She has passed to her rest and reward and 
nothing could be more appropriate than the memorial window, the 
central figure representing “The Teacher and the Disciple,” the 
design and coloring being very beautiful. 


The Altar prayer desk, etc., were given by friends who are still 
with us—faithful and consistent members of the church. 


During the time of Dr. Abercrombie’s incumbency was started 
the mission of St. Paul’s, Walnut Creek, where a beautiful memorial 
window has bee nplaced to his memory and stands a silent tribute 
to his faithful services to the Parish. 


And we today are not unmindful of the fact that we are the 
heirs of all these years of love and self-denial and in a small way 
we desire to show our appreciation of the valuable services ren- 
dered by these friends “which we have loved long since and lost 
awhile” by holding Special Services on Sunday, July 11, and to 
start on this memorable day an Endowment Fund for Grace Parish 
-——the interest alone to be applied in aid of the Parish—and so help 


to carry on the work to nobly done by those who have long since 
gone to their rest and reward. 

The Right Rev. William Ford Nichols, D. D., and the Right Rev. 
Bishop E. L. Parsons, D. D., will officiate at Grace Church, Sund- 
day, July 11. On Monday following, a reception will be held on 
hte church grounds to our oldest and most respected communi- 
cants. Several speakers from the bay cities and Martinez will ad- 
dress the meeting. We hope to make these services a great reunion 
of all the friends of Grace Church. Light refreshments will be 
served at the reception, Monday evening.

St. Philip’s believes in the value of the 
trained woman parish worker. Miss Maddock was the first to serve 
in this capacity and was followed by Miss Swinburne. It is in no 
small degree their spirit and example that caused Mrs. Blore to 
decide to take up the work. 

The Rev. Charles Hitchcock, forced by illness for a time to retire 
from active parish work, is living near St. Philip’s and usually as- 
sists the rector in the services. He has already endeared himself 
to the people. 

On Sunday morning, May 16, after the service, about a score of 
the congregation accompanied the rector and took their lunches 
into the hills near the parish church and enjoyed a quiet “hillside 
agape.” They understand now why early Christians were so fond 
of their agapes, or love-feasts. 


Trinity Mission, Point Richmond 


The latest organized work in the Mission is the Boys’ Club with 
a membership of twenty-six, which is one of the results of the 
Nation-wide Campaign. Starting with five members two months 
ago, the club’s growth has been due to the energy and enthusiasm 
of the leaders, who have provided opportunities for physical drill 
and gymnastics. The largest hall in the town has been rented to 
give a display entertainment, the proceeds to be devoted to the 
purchase of equipment for a gymnasium, 

In order to distinguish the growing church work from the old 
Trinity Mission, the name of Saint Edmund’s has been given to the 
newly-formed guilds. At the next parish meeting a change of 
name for the Mission may be proposed—why not Saint Edmund’s? 

The Senior Guild recently held a sale of aprons at which the 
sum of $125 was realized. The proceeds will be devoted to the 
improvement of the basement of the church. 

Trinity Girls’ Club has developed into a Bible Study Class and 
the members are faithful both in their attendance and the prepara- 
tion of their Bible topics. At a recent meeting a resolution was 
carried for the present to maintain their own individuality and not 
to unite with the Diocesan Young People’s Fellowship. 


Response to the urgent need caused by the fire at Kearney Mili- 
tary Institute, Nebraska, has been made, but not enough so far has 
been contributed to meet the actual want in the case. Any who are 
interested can receive full particulars by addressing Dr. John W.

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Convocation of San Jose 


Spring Meeting at San Luis Obispo 


The Shore Line Limited steamed into San Luis Obispo Tuesday 
afternoon, April 20, carrying the clerical delegates from the various 
parts of the widely scattered Convocation of San Jose to attend 
the spring meeting of the Convocation as guests of the rector and 
people of St. Stephen’s Church. It is a homelike Convocation and 
twice a year the members are greeted with a warm cordiality which 
makes the two days of the sessions a pleasant remembrance. The 
rector, the Rev. Edward J. Hoering, and his people were equal to 
the best traditions of the Convocation. 

After visiting about the quaint city set amidst the hills, the 
members met for dinner in the Parish House with many of the men 
and women of St. Stephen’s. A new member and his wife, the 
Rev. and Mrs. W. M. Ford, stationed at Paso Robles and overseer, 
via the Diocesan Chevrolet, of the Salinas Valley Missions, were 
gladly greeted. Wit and wisdom marked the after-dinner speeches. 

The evening mass meeting was devoted to the ideal and applica- 
tion of the Christian Healing Mission, Bishop Parsons explaining 
the principles underlying the work and the Rev. H. E. Montgomery 
describing the practical installation of it in a parish. The new 
vision given the clergy and people of the Church by the Hickson 
Healing Mission was exemplified by the spontaneous desire for a 
parish service on the following day. This took place at noon, 
Wednesday, the Rev. Mr. Montgomery leading in the prayers and 
personal intercessions for those who asked that their particular 
cases might thus be presented to the healing Saviour. Later many 
came forward to the altar rail for the individual prayer and the 
laying on of hands by the Priests and the blessing of the Bishop. 
It was such a service as made one feel the presence of Christ in 
His longing to redeem the whole man the perfect naturalness of 
the way the Church can give a place to the healing of the body. 

The early celebration of Holy Communion took place at 8:00 
o’clock on Wednesday morning with the Rev. S. D. Thomas as cele- 
brant, assisted by the Rev. W. A. MacClean. The Rev. E. T. Brown 
gave the meditation. 

The business session, following breakfast in the Parish House, 
chose the Rev. W. A. Brewer as Dean and the Rev. W. A. MacClean 
as Secretary. Dr. H. St. G. Buttrum then presented at length the 
vital subject of the Young People’s Fellowship and answered many 
questions relating to the establishment of the society in a Parish. 
This discussion brought out many interesting developments of 
work with the younger people, the rector of Menlo Park explaining 
his Junior Vestry of the Sunday School, an organization based upon 
the regular Parish system, with the pupils as electors and the 
members of the Junior Vestry having authority over the affairs of 
the School. The rector of San Luis Obispo modestly showed his 
Boy Scout cabin, built by the boys, tucked away in a gulch of a 
far-away hill, and the charts upon the Parish House wall proved 
the discipline and thoroughness of his work. 

Following luncheon there was a short session in which Bishop 
Parsons gave an illuminating review of the present and proposed 
revisions of the Prayer Book, discussion being cut short by the 
arrival of train time; and so the Convocation departed with re- 
newed friendship for the warm-hearted and generous people of St. 
Stephen’s Parish. The fall meeting will take place at St. Mary’s- 
by-the-Sea, Pacific Grove. 


Trinity Parish, San Jose 


The Tuesday after Easter a farewell reception was extended to 
Mrs. George Foote, widow of a former rector of Trinity. Dean and 
Mrs. Gresham were present and were warmly welcomed. Mrs. 
Foote is leaving San Jose to take up her residence in Pacific Grove. 

The Parish was honored by a visit from Bishop Nichols on the 
fourth Sunday after Easter. Our beloved Diocesan preached a 
wonderful sermon and the large congregation received a great 
spiritual uplift. 

Recently the members of the San Jose Rotary Club attended 
morning service in a body and listened to a sermon by their fellow- 
member, Dr. Porter, on the Rotary motto: “Service not Self.” 

The funeral of the late Mrs. Mary Snook, one of the pioneer 
members of the Parish, took place on Monday, May 3, from the 
church. Dean Gresham and Dr. Porter officiated.

St. Paul’s Church, Salinas 


A very considerable undertaking has been the raising of the 
church -building, which had sunk on its supporting pillars; but it 
was successfully accomplished with several delays in about three 
weeks’ time.

St. Mark’s Mission, King City 


; Since the beginning of February the work at King City has been 
in charge of the Rev. W. A. MacClean, rector of St. Paul’s Church, 
Salinas. The regular evening service has been continued, with a 
morning service of Holy Communion once a month. Mr. MacClean 
goes down Sunday afternoon and remains until Monday evening.

The work has shown marked signs of progress. An increased at- 
tendance has been noticeable both of the choir and congregation; 
the Guild has been remarkably energetic and helpful, and the 
church building has been much improved in appearance. Further- 


more, the church has taken a more prominent place in community 
interests. 


; During Lent the women of the Guild showed laudable devotion 
in initiating and carrying on a weekday service, which was held 
on Friday afternoons, and consisted of Litany and Penitential Of- 
fice with hymns and a brief address or devotional reading. These 
short service were found most interesting and helpful to those who 
participated, particularly to those who conducted them. The under- 
taking is commendable as a means of developing spirituality. Dr. 
Margaret Bullard, formerly of Alameda, is largely responsible for 
originating it. 

On the Sunday evenings of Lent the rector preached a series of 
sermons on the Gospel message of healing and the healing min- 
istry. The Hickson Mission in San Francisco afforded the motive 
and background of the preaching. The congregation seemed deeply 
impressed and most eager to hear of our Church’s renewed interest 
and activity in the matter of healing. It is hoped that the women 
who have been active in the weekday Lenten services will continue 
their good work as a health study class and a prayer circle. 


The Easter festival was observed by a special musical service 
on the evening of Easter Day and a celebration of the Holy Com- 
munion on the following Sunday morning. The church was prettily 
decorated with springtime flowers and greenery by the young people 
of the choir. The Sunday School children had their service on 
Easter morning at 10:00 o’clock, each child receiving an Easter 
card and a candy egg. Their Lenten offering of $12 was very 
creditable. A devout congregation filled the church at the evening 
service. The vested choir rendered well the special musical num- 
bers, and the sermon told the message of Easter in its relation to 
modern life. The offering of $75 was the largest in the history 
of the mission. 

The Guild has been active in various lines of effort and its suc- 
cess has been due in no small degree to the able leadership of its 
officers—Mrs. J. B. Campbell, Mrs. J. D. Kilty, Mrs. W. C. Hamilton 
and Mrs. Wm. Weaver. Several cake sales have enriched the 
treasury to the extent of a couple of hundred dollars On April 9: 
a play was given in the High School auditorium, entitled, “The Ken- 
tucky Belle,” which scored a decided hit and brought in $150. To 
Mrs. J. E. Abernethy and Mrs. F. E. McReynolds, who did the train- 
“tag? and secured the special features of the program, much credit 
is due. 

The Guild has now on hand some $1500 towards their project of 
a parish hall, which will mean much for the progress of the work 
and the prestige of the church in the community. A notable part 
of the good work of the Guild has been the repairing of the win- 
dows of the church and the placing of wire netting for their pro- 
tection. The improvement of the electric lighting and the rearrange- 
ment of the chancel furniture serve to enhance the appearance of 
the interior and give it a warmth and cosiness that all are duly 
appreciating. 

King City has made remarkable progress in the last few years. 
The erection of many public buildings, with schools attractive in 
architecture and up-to-date equipment, and many new and sub- 
stantial residences gradually making their appearance, combine to 
make this town of 2000 population a strong center for aggressive 
effort on behalf of the church, whose members and supporters are 
showing themselves to be alive to the splendid opportunity opening 
up before them. May God speed the day of the church’s still 
greater advance in this encouraging field.

There will be no Diocesan Meetings in June and July. 

The May Diocesan Meeting was held in Grace Chapel, Monday, 
May 3. It was opened by Bishop Parsons with a brief memorial 
service for Mrs. H. M. Willett, who for a number of years was 
President of St. Clement’s Branch of the Auxiliary. 

Mrs. McLeish presided, and in the absence of Miss Stoney, Miss 
Barker kindly acted as Secretary. There was an attendance of about 
seventy. The Secretary was asked to write a letter to the family of 
the late Mrs. Helen M. Willett in loving appreciation of all she 
had been to the Woman’s Auxiliary for so many years. 

Mrs. Wyckoff reported $262.62 on hand for Alaska freight and 
purchase and called attention to the exhibit in the Diocesan House 
of articles contributed by the branches for the Alaska boxes, 

The Treasurer sent a report of sums received on the Detroit 
pledges from individuals, branches and collections amounting to 
$405.40. 

Mrs. Kroll spoke of the progress of the new plan for enlisting 
Church Schools in the work of the Church, and said she had been 
asked by the General Secretary to find out how many Christmas 
gifts can be furnished by the Church Schools in the Diocese. 

Mrs. McLeish emphasized the necessity of arousing a spirit of 
service in the young people who must take our places. 

A letter from Archdeacon Stuck was read, urging everyone to 
write to our Representative on the Committee of the House which 
will pass upon House Bill No. 13334 forbidding salmon canneries on 
the Yukon and so safeguarding the food supply of the Indians in 
the interior of Alaska. Our Representative is Mr. Charles F. Curry. 

The address was given by Miss Dodson, the head of St. Mary’s 
She is in this country to secure teachers for the 
school, where 260 girls are being educated. She told how up-to- 
date the Chinese girls are and how much they do in Social Service, 
helping to establish and support night schools and other like work. 
Lately they have made a great effort to aid an asylum for the 
blind in Shanghai, the girls in St. Mary’s taking a thousand tickets 
for entertainments given for the benefit of the asylum. The girls 
come from all parts of China and even from Borneo and Java. They 
are prepared to be teachers of academic branches and music, and 
designing for the silk department. Above all, they learn to make 
Christian homes. 

Miss French told of the need in her Relief Work for a wheeled 
chair for an invalid, 

Mrs. McLeish offered a prayer for a safe journey for Mrs. Mont- 
eagle, who was on the eve of departure for New York to attend a 
meeting of the Executive Council. 

Mrs. Monteagle closed the meeting with prayer for the Church 


and the Auxiliary in this time of reorganization with its many 
problems.

The spring meeting of the Local Assembly of the Daughters of 
the King was held at the Church of the Incarnation, Eleventh Ave- 
nue, on Saturday, April 24, 1920.

The rector also gave an interesting talk to the members of the 
order, paying a deserved tribute to the members of Incarnation 
Chapter. This faithful band of workers does remarkable work and 
they are found in every activity of the Church of the Incarnation. 

The secretary, 
Mrs. A. Schultheis, read the minutes of the annual meeting held 
October, 1919. Owing to illness in her family, the treasurer, Miss 
Grace Osborn, was unable to be present, and her report was read 
by Mrs. G. A. Moss. After the regular business had been dispatched 
Mrs. Abbot spoke of the rest room problems. The building had 
been sold and the tenancy of the rest room is uncertain. Ways and 
means were discussed and suitable buildings were spoken about, 
but up to the present no building has been found, but the senti- 
ment against giving up the work is strong. It is earnestly desired 
that the way will be opened and before the present building has 
to be vacated a suitable one will present itself. 


The reports of the various secretaries was then,.in order. A few 
are appended. Incarnation Chapter of the Daughters of the King 
has a membership of twenty. The average attendance at the 
monthly meetings is twelve. Three new members have been ad- 
mitted the past year. The work of this chapter comprises almost 
every activity of the church. Several members sing in the choir, 
others teach in the Sunday School; some sing once a month at 
the Relief Home services. Seven serve once a month at the Mid-day 
Rest Room for Business Women. Two book-markers, a pall, a 
chalice veil and a credence cover have been made by the members. 
A pair of brass vases and a set of communion cruets have been 
donated by three members in loving memory of deceased relatives. 
One member presented the rector, the Rev. A. B. Chinn, with a 
private communion service. A silver alms basin for the offertory 
has also been presented by the members. Visits to the sick, relief 
for the needy, re-covering the Bishop’s chair in the church, attend- 
ing to the Altar linen, arranging flowers for Sundays, and giving 
a small sum monthly toward the support of an invalid who had 
worked for the rest room, represent merely a part of what these 
truly consecrated women really do. Every obligation is faithfully 
met by them and their rector is wonderfully encouraged and helped 
by their faithfulness. The members of Incarnation acted as host- 
esses and a bountiful tea was served. That the members are all 
good housekeepers goes without saying, for the cake and cookies 
served were all home-made and due justice was done to the viands. 
The president is Mrs. James Smith, 1542 Eleventh avenue. Secre- 
tary-treasurer, Mrs. M. Chapman, 503 First avenue. 

The Church of the Incarnation is a pretty little shingled building 
and has spacious guild-rooms, in the Sunset district. It is on a 
corner and is quite roomy and cheerful and is a landmark in that 
pretty residential district. 


Junior Chapter at Grace Cathedral 

On Sunday, January 11, 1920, after the Vesper Service, Mrs. S. L. 
Abbot, the President of the Local Assembly, and Mrs. W. C. Morrow, 
the Corresponding and Diocesan Secretary, met with the Juniors 
who desired to enter the Order. The meeting was opened by the 
Dean of the Cathedral, the Rev. J. Wilmer Gresham, after which 
Mrs. Stockwell, the President of Grace Cathedral Chapter, and Mrs, 
Gamage, the Secretary, conducted the meeting.

The work of the Center is no struggling effort of an isolated 
group with a “cause.” The struggle may be there and the cause is 
most certainly there, but the isolation is entirely lacking. Such 
work as is embodied in the Center is ever more clearly seen to be 
part and parcel of the universal resolve to achieve the visible salva- 
tion of mankind. Our peculiar contribution will be it is hoped, 
the provision of a contact point between all more general social 
efforts and the source of all salvation in the life and love of 
Christ our Anointed. 

Nothing could have brought a stronger conviction of the solidar- 
ity of our department with all other social effort than attendance 
at the California State Conference of Social Agencies at Riverside, 
May 5 to 8. It was the great privilege of the Executive Secretary 
to be there. The 750 delegates registered in attendance represented 
every possible welfare work in the State; their vision and purpose 
was a demonstration of Christianity at work. 

Surely, the more our own churchpeople are awake to the plans 
of this powerful group of agencies, and to the formative work 
they are doing on communities, the more intelligently we can 
express our wishes and convictions to such Conferences through 
} such channels as the Church’s Social Service Commission, the bet- 
ter. Next year this stirring Conference of Social Agencies is to be 
held in San’ Francisco. Members of the Church Center for Service 
will seize on the opportunities for education it will afford. 

The members of our Church Center now number some 130, four- 
teen contributing and 116 active members. This number does not 


include some twenty-odd members who have left the Diocese during 
the past year. Over 100 of these members live in San Francisco. 

For the sake of simplicity a single type of membership has 
lately been adopted. Dues are to be from 50 cents a year and up, 
and there is to be no distinction in classification. This arrangement 
brings membership easily within the reach of all, while permitting 
those who wish to help with the financial support of the Center to 
contribute whatever amount they desire. 

The last month has brought to the Center two quite Christmas- 
. like gifts—a gift from one friend of $200, and a gift from another 
t of $500. Though these gifts do not permit any wild burst of 
3 extravagance they have certainly replaced anxiety with buoyancy, 
and given the Executive Committee a cheering sense of room to 
breathe in. 

Under such encouraging circumstances plans have gone nimbly 
forward. The regular weekly lunches have continued with an aver- 
age attendance of twelve a week. Among our guests this last

There will be no Diocesan Meetings in June and July. 

The May Diocesan Meeting was held in Grace Chapel, Monday, 
May 3. It was opened by Bishop Parsons with a brief memorial 
service for Mrs. H. M. Willett, who for a number of years was 
President of St. Clement’s Branch of the Auxiliary. 

Mrs. McLeish presided, and in the absence of Miss Stoney, Miss 
Barker kindly acted as Secretary. There was an attendance of about 
seventy. The Secretary was asked to write a letter to the family of 
the late Mrs. Helen M. Willett in loving appreciation of all she 
had been to the Woman’s Auxiliary for so many years. 

Mrs. Wyckoff reported $262.62 on hand for Alaska freight and 
purchase and called attention to the exhibit in the Diocesan House 
of articles contributed by the branches for the Alaska boxes. 

The Treasurer sent a report of sums received on the Detroit 
pledges from individuals, branches and collections amounting to 
$405.40. 

Mrs. Kroll spoke of the progress of the new plan for enlisting 
Church Schools in the work of the Church, and said she had been 
asked by the General Secretary to find out how many Christmas 
gifts can be furnished by the Church Schools in the Diocese. 

Mrs. McLeish emphasized the necessity of arousing a spirit of 
service in the young people who must take our places. 

A letter from Archdeacon Stuck was read, urging everyone to 
write to our Representative on the Committee of the House which 
will pass upon House Bill No. 13334 forbidding salmon canneries on 
the Yukon and so safeguarding the food supply of the Indians in 
the interior of Alaska. Our Representative is Mr. Charles F. Curry. 

The address was given by Miss Dodson, the head of St. Mary’s 
‘Hall, Shanghai. She is in this country to secure teachers for the 
school, where 260 girls are being educated. She told how up-to- 
date the Chinese girls are and how much they do in Social Service, 
helping to establish and support night schools and other like work. 
Lately they have made a great effort to aid an asylum for the 
blind in Shanghai, the girls in St. Mary’s taking a thousand tickets 
for entertainments given for the benefit of the asylum. The girls 
come from all parts of China and even from Borneo and Java. They 
are prepared to be teachers of academic branches and music, and 
designing for the silk department. Above all, they learn to make 
Christian homes. 

Miss French told of the need in her Relief Work for a wheeled 
chair for an invalid, 

Mrs. McLeish offered a prayer for a safe journey for Mrs. Mont- 
eagle, who was on the eve of departure for New York to attend a 
meeting of the Executive Council. 

Mrs. Monteagle closed the meeting with prayer for the Church 
and the Auxiliary in this time of reorganization with its many 
problems.

The spring meeting of the Local Assembly of the Daughters of 
the King was held at the Church of the Incarnation, Eleventh Ave- 
nue, on Saturday, April 24, 1920. There was a good attendance. 
The meeting was opened with prayer by the Rey. Austin B. Chinn. 
The rector also gave an interesting talk to the members of the 
order, paying a deserved tribute to the members of Incarnation 
Chapter. This faithful band of workers does remarkable work and 
they are found in every activity of the Church of the Incarnation. 
After the address Mrs. S. L. Abbot took the chair. The secretary, 
Mrs. A. Schultheis, read the minutes of the annual meeting held 
October, 1919. Owing to illness in her family, the treasurer, Miss 
Grace Osborn, was unable to be present, and her report was read 
by Mrs. G. A. Moss. After the regular business had been dispatched 
Mrs. Abbot spoke of the rest room problems. The building had 
been sold and the tenancy of the rest room is uncertain. Ways and 
means were discussed and suitable buildings were spoken about, 
but up to the present no building has been found, but the senti- 
ment against giving up the work is strong. It is earnestly desired 
that the way will be opened and before the present building has 
to be vacated a suitable one will present itself. 


The reports of the various secretaries was then.in order. A few 
are appended. Incarnation Chapter of the Daughters of the King 
has a membership of twenty. The average attendance at the 
monthly meetings is twelve. Three new members have been ad- 
mitted the past year. The work of this chapter comprises almost 
every activity of the church. Several members sing in the choir, 
others teach in the Sunday School; some sing once a month at 
the Relief Home services. Seven serve once a month at the Mid-day 
Rest Room for Business Women. Two book-markers, a pall, a 
chalice veil and a credence cover have been made by the members. 
A pair of brass vases and a set of communion cruets have been 
donated by three members in loving memory of deceased relatives. 
One member presented the rector, the Rev. A. B. Chinn, with a 
private communion service. A silver alms basin for the offertory 
has also been presented by the members. Visits to the sick, relief 
for the needy, re-covering the Bishop’s chair in the church, attend- 
ing to the Altar linen, arranging flowers for Sundays, and giving 
a small sum monthly toward the support of an invalid who had 
worked for the rest room, represent merely a part of what these 
truly consecrated women really do. Every obligation is faithfully 
met by them and their rector is wonderfully encouraged and helped 
by their faithfulness. The members of Incarnation acted as host- 
esses and a bountiful tea was served. That the members are all 
good housekeepers goes without saying, for the cake and cookies 
served were all home-made and due justice was done to the viands. 
The president is Mrs. James Smith, 1542 Eleventh avenue. Secre- 
tary-treasurer, Mrs. M. Chapman, 503 First avenue. 


The Church of the Incarnation is a pretty little shingled building 
and has spacious guild-rooms, in the Sunset district. It is on a 
corner and is quite roomy and cheerful and is a landmark in that 
pretty residential district. 


Junior Chapter at Grace Cathedral 

On Sunday, January 11, 1920, after the Vesper Service, Mrs, S. L. 
Abbot, the President of the Local Assembly, and Mrs. W. C. Morrow, 
the Corresponding and Diocesan Secretary, met with the Juniors 
who desired to enter the Order. The meeting was opened by the 
Dean of the Cathedral, the Rev. J. Wilmer Gresham, after which 
Mrs. Stockwell, the President of Grace Cathedral Chapter, and Mrs. 
Gamage, the Secretary, conducted the meeting. There were ten girls 
present. They evinced an interest and willingness that was most 
encouraging. Mrs. Abbot gave them the necessary instruction; her 
advice was supplemented by suggestions from the Corresponding 
Secretary. 

As a result of the preliminary meeting on Sunday, January 25, 
1920, six girls were invested with the cross of the Order by the 
Dean. Since then four more have been invested, and five more 
are on probation. The Chapter is known as True Sunshine. Some 
of the activities are teaching in the Sunday School, serving on the 
Altar Guild, and other duties that may arise. The girls serve break- 
fast after the Corporate Communion, as it is too far for some of 
them to go home and return before Sunday School, They hold an 
occasional evening meeting, and frequently have a social hour 
after the business has been finished. The officers are: Miss Sarah 
A. Shaw, Directress; Miss Margaret Healy, President; Miss Doris 
MacKenzie, Secretary; Miss Gertrude Thois, Treasurer. The girls 
are very much in earnest and hope to accomplish a great deal in 
the work of the Cathedral. They bring to the service youthful zeal 
and enthusiasm which should be encouraged and fostered.

The work of the Center is no struggling effort of an isolated 
group with a “cause.” The struggle may be there and the cause is 
most certainly there, but the isolation is entirely lacking. Such 
work as is embodied in the Center is ever more clearly seen to be 
part and parcel of the universal resolve to achieve the visible salva- 
tion of mankind. Our peculiar contribution will be it is hoped, 
the provision of a contact point between all more general social 
efforts and the source of all salvation in the life and love of 
Christ our Anointed. 

Nothing could have brought a stronger conviction of the solidar- 
ity of our department with all other social effort than attendance 
at the California State Conference of Social Agencies at Riverside, 
May 5 to 8. It was the great privilege of the Executive Secretary 
to be there. The 750 delegates registered in attendance represented 
every possible welfare work in the State; their vision and purpose 
was a demonstration of Christianity at work. 

Surely, the more our own churchpeople are awake to the plans 
of this powerful group of agencies, and to the formative work 
they are doing on communities, the more intelligently we can 
express our wishes and convictions to such Conferences through 
such channels as the Church’s Social Service Commission, the bet- 
ter. Next year this stirring Conference of Social Agencies is to be 
held in San’ Francisco. Members of the Church Center for Service 
will seize on the opportunities for education it will afford. 

The members of our Church Center now number some 130, four- 
teen contributing and 116 active members. This number does not 
include some twenty-odd members who have left the Diocese during 
the past year. Over 100 of these members live in San Francisco. 

For the sake of simplicity a single type of membership has 
lately been adopted. Dues are to be from 50 cents a year and up, 
and there is to be no distinction in classification. This arrangement 
brings membership easily within the reach of all, while permitting 
those who wish to help with the financial support of the Center to 
contribute whatever amount they desire. 

The last month has brought to the Center two quite Christmas- 
like gifts—a gift from one friend of $200, and a gift from another 
of $500. Though these gifts do not permit any wild burst of 
extravagance they have certainly replaced anxiety with buoyancy, 
and given the Executive Committee a cheering sense of room to 
breathe in. 

Under such encouraging circumstances plans have gone nimbly 
forward. The regular weekly lunches have continued with an aver- 
age attendance of twelve a week. Among our guests this last 


month have been the Rev. H. S. Hanson, the Rev. W. A. Kinkaid, 
Miss T. Brookman, Mrs. Wm. P. Lucas, Mrs. Griffith of Ross, Mr. 
Hopkins of the Juvenile Court and some eight or ten others. 

Amongst other work which we have been able to accomplish 
during the month we find the following: 

For the Church of the Incarnation—Two leaders for work with 
young people have been supplied. 

For St. John’s Parish—Calling has been continued in connettion 
with a bit of follow-up Nation-wide Campaign work. 

For the Canon Kip Memorial Mission—Two members have begun 
a thorough scientific survey of a district. 

For the Church School Association—General publicity work has 
been done, together with a considerable amount of clerical work. 

For the Seaman’s Institute—Seven or eight members formed a 
committee to do publicity work and to sell tickets for the benefit 
given on May 18. Hundreds of posters were placed {in hotels and 
stores, and for three days tickets were sold. One member has also 
undertaken to assist regularly at the social evenings at the Insti- 
tute every Friday. 

For the Telegraph Hill Settlement—Two club leaders have been 
supplied. 

One member has given lantern readings at the Seaman’s Institute 
at Peoples’ Place and at St. Barnabas’ Mission. 

Flowers sent up from Menlo Park were distributed to three 
institutions. 

Considerable clerical work has been done, including work for 
the Summer Vacation Conference, the copying of some long mis- 
sionary letters needed for distribution ,and the making of a map 
for the Cathedral. 

During the week the Secretary was absent in Riverside one 
member took charge of the office and during this time, with the 
assistance of another member, she repainted and partly refurnished 
the office. 

The circle of those who know and work with us is growing. Be- 
fore this article is in the hands of the Churchman’s readers the 
first big general gathering of those interested in the Center will 
have taken place at the Palace Hotel on May 25. With all our 
friends, those who now know us, and those who shortly will know 
us, we would like to share the prayer specially composed for us 
by Miss Florence G, Langdon. 

“Heavenly Father, we ask Thee to bless the Church Center for 
Service, its executive officers and all its members. 

“We come to Thee as children offering loving service. Wilt Thou 
show us what to do and how best to do it? Wilt Thou teach us to

The Annual Rally of the Church School children was held in St. 
Stephen’s Pro-Cathedral, on Whitsunday afternoon, May 23. The 
children marched in procession from St. Helen’s Hall campus, 
which is four blocks distant, singing suitable processional hymns 
and carrying banners, flags and processional crosses. The service 
used was that of the General Board of Religious Education. The 
prominent feature in connection with this gathering is the presenta- 
tion by the children of their Lenten Offering, when two banners 
are presented, one given by the Bishop and the other by the Dio- 
cesan Board of Religious Education. The former is presented to 
the school making the largest total offering, and this year was 
won by St. David’s Church, Portland; the latter is given for the 
largest per capita offering, which was won by Trinity Church, Port- 
land. The Bishop was the preacher. The two schools with the 
highest offering was St. David’s with a total of $686, per capita 
$3.81; and Trinity with a total of $500, per capita $6.02. St. 
Phillip’s, Portland, is deserving of special mention. This school 
with only eleven children enrolled raised a total offering of $58.37, 
a per capita of $5.36. This is a comparatively new mission and is 
the only congregation of coored communicants in the Diocese. 
The total of the Lenten Offering is about $1800, the largest amount 
ever presented by the children of this Diocese. 

Preliminary programs are out announcing the Fifth Session of 
the Oregon Summer School for Clergy and Church Workers, which 
will be held June 15 to 19, inclusive. The faculty consists of fhe 
Rt. Rev. Irving P. Johnson, D. D., Bishop of Colorado; the Very 
Rev. Cecil S. Quainton of Victoria, B. C.; Prof. P. C. Lutkin of 
Northwestern University, Chicago; Mr. Norman F. Coleman, man- 
ager of the L. L. L. L., and Mrs. T. W. Kydd of Seattle, Washington. 
The general subject of Bishop Johnson’s lectures will be “The 
Church and Its Relations to Current Issues.” Those of Dean Quain- 
ton will be “Mysticism.” Mr. Coleman, until recently a member of 
the faculty of Reed College, Portland, will lecture on the subject 
of “Labor.” Mr. Kydd will speak on “Woman’s Work in the 
Church.” 

The Rev. H. R. Talbot, canon of Washington Cathedral, Wash- 
ington, D. C., and a former rector of St. David’s Church, Portland, 
has had conferred on him the distinction of Chevalier of the Legion 
of Honor, by the French Government. He has formerly received 
the Croix de Guerre, in recognition of his service to French soldiers 
during some of the most trying days of the war. 

The Girls’ Friendly Society, branches of which were established 
several months ago under the direction of Miss Mae Case Marsh of 
Detroit, is developing very satisfactorily, under the capable leader- 
ship of Mrs. E. T. C. Stevens of the Pro-Cathedral. The largest 
branch thus far is that of St. Paul’s, Oregon City, which has en- 
rolled over sixty probationary members. ; 

A very successful bazaar and sale was given by the pupils of 
St. Helen’s Hall, Portland, early in May, under the charge of the 
Sisters and faculty. Two days’ sales netted something over $1500. 

A very successful Lenten Season is reported by St. Mary’s, Eu- 
gene, (the Rev. F. G. Jennings, Rector), and which was brought to 
a happy conclusion by large congregations on Easter Day. At the 
11:00 o’clock services the church was filled to its capacity, when 
Simper’s Communion Service was rendered, and the Rector preached 
a strong and impressive sermon which will be long remembered by 


all who heard it.

The Stanford Home for Convalescent Children 


The following account of the splendid work promoted by Chap- 
lain D. Charles Gardner describes a notable advance in social 
activity: 

Readers of The Pacific Churchman will be interested to know 
that the old Stanford residence on the Palo Alto Farm has been 
taken over by the Board of Directors of the Stanford Home for 
Convalescent Children, together with twenty-seven acres of land 
surrounding it. 

This is an interesting development of a venture in social service 
begun some years ago by the Chaplain of the University. At first 
the students were asked to help the Social Service Department of 
the Stanford Clinics in San Francisco. Then for three years sum- 
mer camps were arranged for about 120 children. Last April the 
venture took form in a little house on the campus, with a house 
mother installed and a family of eleven children. Since that time 
over $7000 has been raised for running expenses and $30,000 gath- 
ered together for an endowment. 

This will mean an enlargement of the convalescent family and 
the permanent dedication of the old Stanford residence to this 
lovely charity. Five hundred students assembled at the old resi- 
dence on Thursday for a Labor Day and thoroughly cleaned the 
grounds, ending the afternoon’s work with a barbecue. Thus the 
principle of social service is extended throughout the whole student 
body. 


The Conference of Social Agencies 


The Conference held at Riverside this year was largely attended 
by delegates representing more Agencies than ever before. There 
are now over 1700 members and there were 700 registered as present 
at the Conference. A larger number representing Church Agencies 
were present, especially from Southern California. The Women’s 
Guild of St. John’s, Stockton, sent a delegate from the Parish. 

Though there was a section exclusively given over to church 
problems, there was a particularly strong recognition of the need 
of the organized church in connection with all social work. This 
was earnestly emphasized by Dr. Graham Taylor in his addresses. 
Dr. Adelaide Brown gave a vivacious account of the Health Center 
in Visitacion Valley and the sections on Community Recreation in 
San Francisco and Oakland, and the so-called “delinquent women” 
showed a progressive spirit and much practical achievement. Next 
year the Conference will meet in San Francisco, with our friend 
Rabbi Martin Meyer as President, and we shall all have an oppor- 
tunity to attend at a very small sacrifice of time or money. Let us 
begin to prepare for it.

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A few days ago, when walking in the hills, on examining the 
grass im a certain place a number of cocoons were discovered. The 
butterflies had come out of them and flown away, but still the 
little winter houses remained. These were shown to two little girls 
who had never seen a cocoon before, and they were intensely inter- 
ested to hear all about it, and how it came to be. The main idea 
left with them was that God gave these homes to the little animals, 
even as He gives us our homes. This connects us with the opening 
lesson in Course II. 

Course II is really a continuation of Course I, and is called by 
the same name, “The Fatherhood of God.” Im some of the smaller 
schools where both I and II cam not be used at the same time for 
lack of teachers, it is well to use I the first year and III the next 
year, omitting II entirely; or I] may be wsed in place of [. The 
courses are very similar and the method is exactly the same. 

There are some admirable books which may be used in connec- 


tion with the courses, which will be found a great help im the ex-- 


pression work that is so important. Eye and ear and hand must 
all be used as avenues through which to lead the little ones to 
Jesus. The two books that I have in mind are “Chalk” by Ella N. 
Wood, and “Sand Table Work in the Bible School” by Charles H. 
Auld. “Chalk” gives sketches and. suggestions of work that may 
be done on the blackboard to illustrate the lesson. These sketches 
are so simple that anyone can make them ,and the children may be 
taught to copy them. “Sand Table Work” gives numbers of capital 
pictures showing the use of the sand table in connection with 
Bible stories, besides a good deal of reading matter on the subject. 


But it should be remembered that much as we want the little 
ones to know the Bible stories, and much as an adequate equip- 
ment helps to produce this result, yet, the main thing to remember 
is that we are teaching children, and as Jesus put them in the 
center, so must we, and teach and develop the child primarily. 

The lessons in Course II are taken from the Bible and Church 
History, but not necessarily in chronological order. The child 
knows little about chronology at this time, and it is not important. 
The effect on the character is produced by certain stories arranged 
rather in logical sequence than in chronological sequence. — 

The material used consists of a teacher’s manual with references 
to other helps which may be used; and the pupils’ material con- 
sists of weekly leaflets, which are given out after the story is told, 
and contain a memory verse for next Sunday. There are also 
pictures and decorated covers for both stories and pictures. 

The Course is divided into five main parts, and we shall briefly 
take up a consideration of each of these parts. 


Part I stresses the home idea in the minds of the children. They 
are presumably just returned from their summer vacations, and 
are all the more ready to appreciate their own homes again. These 
homes are given to each one by God, even as He gave the little 
caterpillar the cocoon for its home. We all look for some kind of 
a hearty welcome when we return home, and the children are asked 
to tell of the welcomes they received. But we have a home which 
includes all homes, it is everyone’s home, the Church. We thus 
lead up to, and welcome them to their Church home, and try to 
impress them with the idea that it is essential to have a Church 
home. In this connection the Creation Story is told, and other 
stories too, which bring out the fact that God gives us our homes. 


It might be well to mention here that the Devotional, Christian 
Service and Church Loyalty headings of the five-fold plan can often 
be taught in just a few words. The class prayer taught in connec- 
tion with the first lesson can be repeated in a few moments, and 
suffices for all that is necessary under the Devotional heading. A 
word about bringing new pupils to Church School will suffice for 
Christian Service; and a plan for Church attendance wil! bring in 
the Church Loyalty idea. This does not mean that only a few 
minutes should be spent on these headings each time. Sometimes 
you will want to spend a good deal of time on some one of them, 
and at such times other parts of the lesson must be shortened. The 
main idea is to keep them in view, and not to neglect, consistently, 
any one. 

Part II is entitled “God’s Gifts.” It is shown by Bible stories 


how God gives us light, air, water and food. The stories are of the 
Children of Israel and their journey to the land of Canaan. The 
approach in these lessons is well worked out, and should be care- 
fully noted, that the child mind may be prepared for the story 
which is to be told. For example, when the story of “Water Out of 
the Stony Rock” is to be told, the approach is made by asking the 
children if they have ever been very thirsty and unable to obtain 
water, and how they felt when they were so thirsty, and how they 
longed for a cool drink of pure water. They become very inter- 
ested as they recite their experiences, and are quite ready to listen 
attentively when the story is told of a large company of people 
who were parched with thirst. 

Part Ill. “Thanksgiving to Ged” is the title and leads up very 
naturally to the Thanksgiving Service. The children are taught 
how Thanksgiving came into existence. They are shown the many 
ways im which even the tiniest boy and girl cam thank God, by 
singing hymns, as David did; by giving their pennies, as the widow 
did in the Widow’s Mite story; by little acts of kindmess about 
their homes; and in many other ways a practical idea of Thanks- 
giving is given to these little ones. 

Part IV is probably the best loved part of the Course. Its title 
is “God’s Greatest Gift.” The stories prepare the child for Christ- 
mas. and them after the birth of Baby Jesus they study all the 
things that happened to this little baby im his very young life. 
These experiences bring the children very close to Jesus because 
they behold him as a little child even as they are; and at this age 
most children are devoted to babies, especially if they have one in 
their own family. In this part the manger service is explained and 
they are led to take part im it. 

Part V. “The Child’s Response,” shows what the result of all 
God’s kindness and care must be im the life of his little omes. 
They must be obedient, kind, and helpful. These qualities are 
brought out by stories of the Lost Sheep, the Children’s Kindest 
Friend, a Little Girl Who Helped, and many stories from Church 
History which bring out these ideas. 

Too much stress can not be laid upon the necessity of the teacher 
remembering these maim headings as she teaches the lessons con- 
nected with them. They are the bullseyes at which she aims all 
through the Course and if we once get those five points into the 
little ones’ minds our labors will not have been im vain. 

Remember, you are teaching children. Remember, you are giving 
them first impressions of God. Remember, that on this founda- 
tion they are going to build their religious lives. If you remember 
these, you are bound to be a success with your class. 

The people of Liberia are strivimg to do all that they can toward 
the education of the children of the outlying districts. The practice 
is for each family to take some children from the country into 
their homes and support them while they are being educated. One 
of our misionaries, writing from Monrovia, says: “The practice 
interested me. and I investigated it further. Selecting a street that 
seemed to be typical,.1 visited twenty houses im succession. In 
them I found forty-eight native children, more than two to a home. 
There were 311 homes of civilized people in Monrovia. If, then, 
the same proportion maintains throughout the city, and I believe 
it would rum much above the figure I have given, there are ap- 
proximately 650 native children in the city of Monrovia who are 
living under these desirable conditions.”

Another of this writer’s remarkable stories of the “Tricks and 
Manners” of the peope of India, full as usual of thrills and starts 
but always carrying the impression of true semblance, the comvie- 
tion that the writer does mot merely lay the reims om the neck of 
his imagination and allow himself to be carried along without curb, 
careful only to excite imterest amd carry his readers easily and 
delightfully alomg to a pleasantly reached and brightly conceived 
ending. Mr. Rideout does not im this, as im some others of his 
books, leave his readers to vague amd impossible guessing as to 
what may become of the mem amd women he has called into being, 
but is good enough to make it clear that those at least who were 
worth it lived happily ever after. There is the same charm of un- 
ordinary adventure, of romance far removed from the common- 
place, that marks all he has ever writtem and forbids the dropping 
of the book with the impatient disgust so much of the fiction of 
the day excites. Dam Towers, the young American, with his genius 
for rescewe owt of impossible situations and slipping out of death 
traps, reappears with his unique chum, Ruma de la Fieche, with 
others of whom we have heard before. There is the violent ending 
of the good old Arabiam merchant Palimbar, in his houseboat 
moored om a lonely swamp on some mysteriows coast and how 
Towers discovered him and resewed his attractive daughter, actually 
succeeded im gettimg her placed im a convent im the teeth of the 
“Reverend Mother’s” not unreasonable seruples. It is curious, among 
bits of the vernacular, to find this Latin inscription over the con- 
vent, “Nam pater meus et mater mea develinquunt me sed Jehova 
recipiet me.” But the solution was not a lasting one, could hardly 
be that, but the episode does not im any way jar with such a situa- 
tiom and that says much for the teller of the story. The girl makes 
a bolt of it eventually amd the latter part of the book is a very 
exciting story of her movements and final escape. There is not 
space for more details. Ome can only say that it is a book to 
charm the readers until the last page is reached. Further mark of 
its worth-whileness is the purity of style which is so far removed 
from most of the present-day fiction. For the typical novelist
